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Fire Destroys Point Connett Home

The Mattapoisett Fire Department responded 
to a house fire on 21 Bay Road in the Point Connett area 
around 7:00 pm on Thursday evening, July 22, 2010. 

Chief Andrew Murray said that when he arrived 
at the scene, "There was a ton of smoke... 20 to 30-foot 
flames [were] coming from the roof." The smoke was so 
thick that Chief Murray initially "couldn't tell if it was a 
one-story or a two-story." 

When the fire department arrived, the basement 
and wrap-around porch of the house were well-involved. 
Neighbors were shocked by how fast the fire spread. 
Witnesses said they saw the homeowner attempting to 
put out the fire with a garden hose just prior to the fire

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department's arrival. Other witnesses as far as Crescent 
Beach and Town Wharf reported seeing smoke on the 
horizon. 

The wrap-around porch, basement and front of 
the house sustained heavy damage. The remainder of 
the house showed signs of smoke damage. According 
to Chief Murray, the fire was under control within 20 
minutes, but the house is a complete loss. There were no 
injuries to civilians or personnel. 

16 personnel from the Mattapoisett fire 
department battled the blaze with three engines and a 
rescue truck. Marion responded to the scene with their 
ladder truck and five personnel; Fairhaven responded to 
assist with four personnel. The Rochester Fire Department 
covered the Mattapoisett Fire Station during the fire. 

Two people live at the location, but only one 
homeowner was present at the time of the blaze. Arson is 
not suspected at this time, according to Chief Murray, but 
the fire is currently under investigation with the state fire 
marshal's office.

Teens make their way down to 
the Mattapoisett wharf around 7:30 pm. As the music 
starts and the DJ begins to play, the night begins. Local 
teenagers let loose as they socialize and dance to the 
music. Each teen is given a brightly colored wristband 
when they enter the dance. The fee is five dollars to get in, 
which isn't much considering the amount of effort it takes 
to hold the dance each week. 

All Tri-Town teens are allowed into the dance. 
The ages range from seventh grade to high school, 
although some teens stop attending the dances when they 
are in the beginning or middle of high school. Teens from 
other towns are not allowed to attend; therefore, police 
are always on duty checking for outsiders that come from 
surrounding towns. The police are also on duty to ensure 
that everything remains safe, although the dances usually 
run smoothly and the police rarely need to intervene. 
Many of the teens who attend can't drive, so this is a great 
place for them to go one night a week. It is also becoming 
a place where teens can meet up and socialize with their 
friends who they don't see as often during the summer 
months. 

This year the dances started the first week of 
summer on June 24. They begin at 7:30 and last until 
10:30 pm. The ice cream shack is always open during 
the dances, so teens can always buy food and drink 
throughout the duration of the dance. 

The dances are sponsored by the Mattapoisett 
Track Club and they began in 1954 by the chief of police 
in Mattapoisett. The founder of the track club, "Mudgie" 
Tavares, took over and ran the dances until 1996. Paul and 
Mary Ann Amoruso now run the dances. All the proceeds 
of the dances go to athletic programs run by the Track 
Club at Old Rochester.

to strenuous activity, but still crave the interaction of a 
competitive sport? Then American "Six- Wicket" croquet 
may be the activity for you. 

The Marion Mallet Club, a local group dedicated 
to American six- wicket croquet, is an enthusiastic group 
of croquet players who play by the rules of the United 
States Croquet Association. The sport, which tends 
to elicit British connotations, is actually enjoyed by 
Americans as well, and isn't just a backyard sport. The 
"backyard" laissez-faire version of croquet is the nine- 
wicket game, which is a far cry from the more competitive 
six- wicket version that the Marion Mallet Club will 
demonstrate in their end-of-July tournament. 

"Anyone interested in learning the game, this is 
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Extended Summer Hours 
Open 7 Days a Week 
11am-10pm, (Grill off at 9:15) 
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27 County Road (Route 6) 
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their chance/' said Mallet Club member Ruth Nicolaci. 
The group, which has been around since 1990, consists 
of 52 members and meets on a regular basis to play what 
Ms. Nicolaci calls "chess on grass". Since the sport is so 
strategy-based, it is considered a particularly intelligent 
game, much like chess. 

According to the United States Croquet 
Association, American croquet is played by up to 10,000 
people in North America and is gaining in popularity. 
In nine-wicket American croquet, the player uses 
inexpensive croquet mallets, stakes and six balls, and 
approaches the game from a casual, social standpoint. 
In the six- wicket game, however, the shots are more 
difficult, only four balls are used, and the equipment is 
more heavy-duty. 

The Marion Mallet Club was formed as a 
collaboration of the Sippican Chowder Marching Band 
and the Croquet Club. Nowadays, they find themselves 
playing an increasingly popular game, and hope that 
even more players will join them. Even though the six- 
wicket game is a little more competitive, Ms. Nicolaci said 
that the game is mostly "informal and fun. . . You don't 
need a lot of athletic ability. You just need to think." 

The Marion Mallet Club court is 105-feet by 
80-feet, and they cut that space in half to play doubles. 
"This is becoming more and more popular," said Ms. 
Nicolaci, who urged people to attend their tournaments 
on Saturday and Sunday, July 31 (8:30 am to 5:30 pm) 
and August 1 (9:30 am to 12:00 pm). The first day will 
be tournaments, and the second day will be tournament 
finals. Both days of action will be at the Mallet Club court, 
located on Holmes Street in Marion, across the street from 
the Sippican Tennis Club. 

"There are always people around to explain the 
game," said Ms. Nicolaci, but for those who want to study 
ahead of time, the United States Croquet Association has 
a comprehensive list of American Croquet rules (which 
differ somewhat from International and Golf croquet 
rules), on their website: www.croquetamerica.com. The 
website also includes a video tutorial on the game, and 
other resources for learning American croquet. 

Right now, all the Marion tournament games 
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are filled, so the Mallet Club is particularly looking for 
spectators. "Just come and cheer/' said Ms. Nicolaci. If 
you like what you see, feel free to ask one of the members 
at the tournament about joining, or contact club president 
Barbara Claff at BarbaraClaff@aol.com. The Mallet Club 
typically has their practices, referred to as "High /Low'' 
games, on Wednesday and Saturday mornings.

Congregational Church in Rochester on Saturday, July 
24. The storm started as over 100 members and friends of 
the Rochester Historical Society gathered together for a 
fundraiser to share friendship, food and nostalgic songs 
of the 1920's and 30's. 

Historical Society President, Fran Florindo, 
welcomed the wet friends who rushed into the hall with 
umbrellas and rain jackets. Moist chicken, potato salad, 
copper penny salad and green beans were attractively 
laid out on the tables, with a group of efficient volunteers 
doling out the goods. The old-fashioned Copper Penny 
salad consisted of carrots, tomato soup, green peppers 
and onion. "This recipe was in the original church 
cookbook, over fifty years ago,'' explained Jean Szyndler, 
an RHS member. ''The blending of the flavors is out of 
this world. The carrots have to be cooked just right, only a 
few minutes," she said. 

Supper was followed by a dessert table with 
a 'blueberry' theme. Blueberry buckle, blueberry pie, 
blueberry 'dump' cake and blueberry pound cake were 
served along with watermelon and a "Hartley Salad." 

While dessert was being served, musician John 
Root began his presentation of a program entitled, "The 
Golden Years" which featured songs written after 1920 
but before 1939. Mr. Root provided insight into some 
of the songs and noted that "It Had To Be You", was 
featured in over 40 motion pictures and sung by just as 
many artists.

majority of people in the United States into poverty and 
the song pokes fun at rich "Mr. Rockefeller'' and the lack 
of ''gold dust at my feet/' "It was a way of thumbing a 
nose at the rich/' he explained.

EEE Mosquitoes Found in Mattapoisett 

Department of Public Health Press Release 
The Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
(MDPH) announced on July 23, 2010, that the EEE 
(Eastern Equine Encephalitis) virus has been detected 
in mosquitoes collected from Mattapoisett. The EEE 
mosquito strain identified does not bite humans, but does 
bite birds. 

EEE is a rare but serious illness spread by 
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mosquitoes. Four human cases were identified in 2005; 
of those four cases, two of the infected people died. 
While EEE can infect people of all ages, people under 
the age of 15 or over 50 are at greatest risk for serious 
illness. Mattapoisett and the MDPH recommend that 
the public take action now to avoid mosquito bites and 
reduce mosquito populations around their homes and 
neighborhoods. 

• Limit your time outdoors during peak periods 
of mosquito activity (dusk and dawn) or, if you must 
remain outdoors, wear a long-sleeved shirt and long 
pants. 

• Use a mosquito repellent that contains DEET 
or Picaridin. Oil of lemon eucalyptus may also be

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considered. Products with peremethrin should only be 
used on clothing. Always follow the directions on the 
label. Repellents should not be used on children younger 
than two months of age. Oil of lemon eucalyptus should 
not be used on children under three years of age. 

• Take special care to cover up the arms and 
legs of children playing outdoors. When you bring a 
baby outdoors, cover the baby's carriage or playpen with 
mosquito netting. 

• Fix any holes in your screens and make sure 
they are tightly attached to all your doors and windows. 

• Remove any standing water around your home 
that is available for mosquito breeding. Mosquitoes will 
begin to breed in any puddle or standing water that 
lasts for more than four days. Make sure water does not 
collect and stagnate in ceramic pots, trash cans, recycling 
containers, old tires, wading pools, bird baths, etc. 
Remove leaves and debris that may prevent drainage of 
roof gutters. 

Information about EEE and reports of EEE 
activity in Massachusetts during 2006 can be found on the 
MDPH website at www.mass.gov/ dph/ wnv/ wnvl.htm. 
The Town of Mattapoisett will continue to work closely 
with Plymouth County Mosquito Control on surveillance 
efforts and spraying efforts.

In a word, YES. It is really important for your 
cat to stay current on her rabies shots at the very least.

ConCom Talks Tree Removal, Beach Clean-Up 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

A meeting of the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission was called to order by Chairman Tyler 
MaCallister on July 26, 2010 at 6:35 pm at the Mattapoisett 
Town Hall. Also present were commission members

In the first public hearing, Thomas McGuire of the 
Massachusetts Department of Transportation submitted 
a Request for A Determination of Applicability (RDA) 
for the purpose of removing dead and dying trees along 
Route 6 that are within the wetlands buffer zone. Mr. 
McGuire cited winter moth infestation as the main culprit 
of the tree damage, and described falling trees on the 
state road as a public safety concern. He said trees would 
be flesh cut with no digging and that the soil will be 
undisturbed. The commission voted to accept the request 
with a negative determination so the DOT can proceed 
with the project. 

The board then heard from Doug Schneider 
of Schneider and Associates who presented his RDA 
on behalf of YMCA Southcoast. The organization is 
proposing to expand their existing porch located on 
the south side of their main building, which resides 
within the Coastal Storm Flowage, Zone VE but outside 
the wetlands buffer zone. With no concerns on the 
table, the commission accepted the plan with negative 
determination. 

In the subsequent public hearing, Paul and 
Jayne Pierre of 25 Main Street submitted an RDA to 
construct a 22-foot-by- 16-foot deck attached to the west 
side of the existing house. The applicants provided two 
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letters of support from abutters and agent Mr. Drouin 
expressed support for the project. With little deliberation, 
the commission accepted the plan with a negative 
determination. 

Shortly thereafter, a representative of the 
Mattapoisett Bay Club had an informal discussion with 
commission members on how to acquire an extension 
for an order of conditions not yet met for its lots, which 
include two villages that have yet to be developed. 
The representative agreed to draft a letter detailing 
background of the project, including the initial order 
of conditions, and meet with Ms. Perry to determine 
if the applicant has exceeded the number of allowable 
extensions. 

Ron Geraci then approached the commission 
for advice on how to improve the quality of Cove Beach, 
which he said needs some improvement. He said he is 
investigating several options, including raking things 
around, obtaining equipment to move sand, or adding 
sand to the beach through a nourishment project. 

"As far as beach nourishment, most times it 
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doesn't work. Your best bet is to clean up the big stuff," 
said Mr. Dawicki, noting that nourishment efforts 
typically do not last more than one or two seasons. 

However, should an association wish to pursue 
a clean-up plan, Mr. Dawicki said they should establish 
a ''perpetuity plan" that details their planned work from 
year to year; this would require a Notice of Intent (NOI) 
to ensure they abide by the Wetlands Protection Act. 
Mr. MaCallister recommended that Mr. Geraci hire an 
engineer to submit the work. He said it is important to 
have the NOI established prior to beginning work. "As 
soon as [you] drive a boat out with that rake on it, people 
will jump out of helicopters to stop you," Mr. Dawicki 
joked. 

The commission then opened up the next public 
hearing for a NOI submitted by David Davignon of 
Schneider and Associates on behalf of applicant Laima 
Zarins. Mr. Davignon presented the NOI, which proposes 
to demolish the existing single family home for the 
purposes of constructing a new home. Accordingly, the 
project will require construction of new driveways and 
retaining walls, the installation of associated utilities and 
landscaping and the placement to properly grade the site. 
Mr. Davignon noted that nothing would be done in the 
coastal buffer zone. The commission accepted the plan as 
presented unanimously. 

Bill Madden of G.A.F. Engineering then 
approached the Conversation Commission about the Pine 
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Island Road subdivision pursued by Timothy and Greta 
Fox. Earlier during the meeting, the commission had 
continued a related hearing for August 9. However, Mr. 
Madden spoke up about concerns of action recently taken 
on the application by the planning board. According to 
Mr. Madden, the planning board agenda stated that the 
public hearing on the Pine Island Road project would 
continue on August 2; however, the board ended up 
taking action on the filing at its July 19 meeting by closing 
the public hearing portion. 

"We think there will be confusion how the 
conservation commission is going to get their input 
into that project when the public hearing portion has 
been closed,'' he said, adding that he detailed these 
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concerns in a letter to the commission. He elaborated 
that the planning board's closing of the public hearing, 
"leads us to believe that it will approve the plan as 
submitted/' He added, "Certainly there is a procedural 
issue here with ramifications to the planning board and 
the commission. . .We find it odd they closed the public 
hearing portion. . . It shuts off anyone's input." 

Mr. MaCallister responded that he would read 
Mr. Madden' s letter into the record at the August 9 
hearing and look into the matter. 

In the next public hearing, Mr. Davignon 
presented an RDA on behalf of J. Andrew Thomas and 
J. Robin Lepore for a subdivision plan. The commission 
had approved the plan twice but the order of conditions

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had lapsed. After a thorough review, the commission 
determined that the order of conditions - including the 
limit of manicured lawn allowed on the property - needs 
to be included in the plan. As such, they approved a 
negative determination once the plan is modified. 

At this point, the commission heard another 
public hearing involving an NOI submitted by James and 
Dale Barnes of 69 Mattapoisett Road. Specifically, the 
applicant proposed to remove their existing garage and 
expand their driveway. However, no file number had yet 
been assigned to this application, thus the commission 
could fully approve it. 

In a later agenda item. Highway Surveyor Barry 
Denham met with commission members about how new 
private road policy affects procedures. He suggested 
that owners of private roads who request grading must 
go through the conservation commission to ensure all 
requirements are met. Looking at a list of private roads, 
Mr. Dawicki noted, "Almost all of these fall within 
the Wetlands Protection Act." Both parties agreed that 
applicants must submit an NOI prior to asking Mr. 
Denham' s department for grading services. 

Following several shorter hearings, the 
commission approved the June 28 minutes with 
modifications and the July 14 and July 12 minutes as 
presented. The commission adjourned at 8:13 pm.

BOH Issues Beach Closing Q&A 

Mattapoisett Board of Health 
Press Release 

Q: Why is beach water sampled? A: The state and 
federal beaches acts require that public and semi-public 
beaches be monitored for bacterial contamination in the 
water during the bathing season. Private beaches are not 
subject to these regulations. 

Q: Who monitors the beach water quality? A: Local 
boards of health, the Barnstable County Department of 
Health and the Environment, and the Massachusetts 
Department of Conservation and Recreation conduct the 
vast majority of beach water sampling in Massachusetts. 
Most marine beach samples collected at public beaches 
are analyzed at Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health (MDPH) contracted laboratories. 

Q: How often is the water tested? A: Depending on 
the beach, the water can be tested anywhere from every 
day to once per month. The testing frequency depends 
on how likely the beach is to have water quality issues. 
Infrequently used beaches or beaches that historically 
have had very few, if any, water quality issues are tested 
less often, while high-use or historically problematic 
beaches are tested more often. 

Q: What kind of bacteria is the beach water tested for? 
A: The water at marine beaches is tested for the presence 
of Enterococci. Enterococci are a group of bacterial species 
within the Streptococcus genus, some of which are

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typically found in human and animal intestines and are 
therefore present in sewage. 

Q: What does it mean for a beach to be posted! A: If 
a beach is posted, it means recreational use of the water 
is prohibited. You can still go to the beach to take a walk 
or enjoy any recreational activities that do not involve 
contact with the water. The beach will remain posted 
until the bacterial levels have been shown by laboratory 
analysis to have dropped back down into the desired 
range 

Q: What are the sources of bacteria in the water? A: 
Bacteria may be present in the water due to a variety of 
sources including but not limited to sewage treatment 
plant outfalls, illegal sewage hookups, leaking septic 
tanks, boats dumping sewage directly into the water, and 
combined sewer overflows. Rain is often a contributing 
factor to beach water pollution. As rainwater washes over 
land, it can carry bacteria to the beach. 

Q: What about animal wastes on the beach? A: 
Animal waste, such as from dogs or birds, can get into the 
water and negatively affect water quality at beaches. The

bacteria in dog and bird waste can elevate bacterial levels, 
which can lead to beach postings. Properly cleaning up 
after your pet can lessen the likelihood of your pet's waste 
contaminating the beach water. Similarly, refraining from 
feeding birds at beaches should help reduce potential 
bacterial contamination. 

Q: VVhat type of illness can you get from contact 
with water contaminated with bacterial A: Swimming in 
polluted water can cause gastrointestinal symptoms 
such as nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, and abdominal pain, 
respiratory symptoms like sore throat, cough, runny nose, 
and sneezing, eye and ear symptoms including irritation, 
earache, and itchiness, dermatological symptoms like skin 
rash and itching, and flu-like symptoms such as fever 
and chills. Most of these symptoms are minor most of 
the time but can occasionally be more serious, especially 
in sensitive populations (e.g. immuno-compromised 
children and elderly). 

Q: How can I find out if a beach is open or has been 
posted? A: For public marine beaches, go to http:/ / www.

month of June, 2010. 

The Board also received a letter from 
Richard Sullivan, commissioner of the Department of 
Conservation and Recreation (DCR), informing the Board 
that the Hathaway Pond Dam's status was downgraded 
from "poor" to "unsafe". A March 16, 2010 inspection 
determined that there was a "sizable sinkhole" near 
the dam spillway, and the report described the dam as 
"structurally unsafe". 

An unusually high amount of rainfall on March 
29 and 30 tested the dam's capacity. The dam failed the 
test, requiring sandbags and reinforcement to stop an 
overflow. 

DCR's correspondence directs the town to take 
several precautions, including removing any accumulated 
debris, take steps to "protect the overall dam structure" 
and resolve the sinkhole issue. The Town of Rochester 
was also ordered to conduct follow-up inspections on the 
dam. 

The Board received an official invite from 
Scott Muller, President of the Rochester Road Race, to 
participate in the Road Race opening ceremonies on 
August 14 at 9:00 am. The race will benefit Damien's 
Pantry in Wareham. Selectman Nunes, who usually runs 
the race, agreed to represent the Board. 

Town Administrator Richard LaCamera was 
not present for the meeting, but he left a memo for the 
Selectmen. In his memo, he said: 

• The Board needed to approve a street name for 
a common driveway off Snipatuit Road. The two choices 
were: Garble Drive (preferred by the families living at the 
location) and Emelia Drive (preferred by the Rochester 
Police Department). The Board voted to approve the 
name "Garble Drive". 

• The school project continues to be on schedule, 
with both drainage and septic systems ready for final 
inspection and completion by August 2. 

• The final interviews for the Rochester/ 
Wareham joint town planner were held on July 15. The 
towns are putting together a job offer letter and a draft 
contract for the candidates to review. Mr. LaCamera 
estimated that the town would have a new planner within

Rev. Christian said that he would be in 
communication with Police Chief Paul Magee to see what 
kind of detail would be required for the event. 

In a final item, the Board informed the public 
that Eastern Equine Encephalitis (EEE) had been found in 
Rochester mosquitoes. A letter from the Rochester Board 
of Health (BOH) informed the Board that this could be a 
bad summer for EEE. According to the letter, "EEE is a 
rare, but serious illness spread by the bite of an infected 
mosquito.'' The letter urged residents to avoid peak 
mosquito hours (dusk and dawn), wear long-sleeves and 
pants, apply DEET-based insect repellent, mosquito-proof 
homes with fitted screens and drain any standing water 
on their property. 

According to the BOH, a town-wide mosquito 
spraying was scheduled for July 28 from 2:00 to 5:00 
am. More information about EEE can be obtained by 
calling the Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
information line: 1-866-627-7968. 

The Board, who conducted an executive session 
for the purpose of collective bargaining prior to the 
meeting, voted to adjourn the public meeting at 7:20 pm. 



Board Discusses Open Space Plan 

Rochester Planning Board

A meeting of the Rochester Planning Board was 
called to order by Arnold Johnson on June 27, 2010 at 
7:10 pm at the Rochester Town Hall. Also present were 
committee members Gary Florindo, Robert Cummings, 
Dan McGaffey Bendrix Bailey, John DeMaggio and 
Planning Board Secretary Shirley Darcy. Susan Peterson of 
the Open Space Action Committee also was present. 

As the first order of business, the board approved 
the June 22 minutes. Soon thereafter, the board approved 
various vouchers for field engineering work and supplies. 

In another action item, the board voted to 
officially lower a $1 million bond by $187,438 for Connet 
Woods developer Tim Higgins. 

The board then discussed a request for a two- 
year extension for a Back Lot Special Permit granted on 
June 24, 2008 for a property off Vaughan Hill Road. After 
noting that the deadline already transpired to obtain an

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extension, Mr. Johnson suggested receiving legal input 
from Town Counsel Blair Bailey in writing on how to 
proceed. 

Mr. Cummings also suggested that the two- 
year deadline be reconsidered. ''Expirations create 
more problems than they solve because if they transfer 
ownership, now there is a parcel of land that does not 
have the possibility to be built on,'' commented Mr. 
Cummings. Further, the applicant would have to re-apply 
for a Special Permit or go to Zoning Board of Appeals for 
a variance, he said. 

The board ultimately voted to continue this 
discussion - in addition to two other Special Permit 
Extensions - on August 10 after conferring with Mr. Bailey 
on the matter and getting his feedback in writing.

Mr. Johnson also announced that the SRPEDD 
grant assistance application was submitted by the July 
16 deadline. "We tried to hit on the points they wanted, 
but left a lot of room for interpretation/' he said. The 
grant would provide assistance for developing mixed-use 
bylaws. 

The next item involved a vote on modifying the 
latest draft of the Affordable Housing Plan. Mr. Johnson 
suggested that the board examine in further detail the 
Board of Health's new flexible bylaws. However, Mr. 
Cummings responded that, "I don't think we need do 
to anything. It is between the Board of Health and the 
developer." He noted that all plans are submitted to each 
board for review and at that time the BOH can bring up 
conflicts to their bylaws in a proposed plan. 

"I don't want to create conflict," Mr. Johnson 
answered, but Mr. Cummings stressed again, "This is 
the Planning Board, not the Board of Health." The board 
dropped the issue and voted against the latest revision 
of the Affordable Housing Plan with Mr. DeMaggio in 
opposition, Mr. Cummings and Mr. Bailey abstaining, and 
Mr. Johnson, Mr. Florindo and Mr. McGaffey in favor of 
the revised copy. 

A lengthy discussion ensued about the best 
way to open up Rochester to "houses of all economic 
backgrounds," as Mr. Cummings described it. Mr. Bailey 
said that he is open to relaxing zoning requirements so 
individuals can buy cheaper and smaller lots, but took 
issue with mandates, such as 40B which penalizes towns 
that have less than 10 percent affordable housing. Mr. 
McGaffey said the fact that under 40B, only subsidized

developments are considered affordable is an inherently 
flawed approach because it fails to consider smaller 
cottages. 

Following the vote, Mr. Johnson noted that 
the Select Board is submitting the affordable housing 
document - regardless of the Planning Board's vote - to 
the state government. "If you don't have it on file, it 
affects grants and leaves the town wide open for 40B 
developers,'' he said, describing it as a "game plan." Mr. 
Cummings added that it is an admission that Rochester 
does not have affordable housing, "but we need some 
and there are ways to do it." Mr. Johnson said that the 
planning board did not write the document, and that 
all questions regarding it should be directed to Town 
Administrator Richard LaCamera.

The topic then arose of when to meet with 
consultant Phil Herr, who is working on a new zoning 
overlay district for the town center. The board agreed that 
it could meet at 6:00 pm - an hour before its regularly 
scheduled meeting - on August 10 to chart out the plans 
to modify the zoning bylaws. 

Mr. Johnson then reported that Wareham and 
Rochester selected an individual to serve as the new part- 
time town planner from three potential candidates. It was 
unclear if the individual has accepted the offer; however, 
if all moves accordingly, he will begin working sometime 
in mid-to-late August. He would be committed to 
working two days per week in Rochester and be required 
to attend all meetings. 

"He is enthusiastic and willing to think outside 
the box. . . He seemed willing to get his hands dirty'' Mr. 
Johnson said, adding that he believes he will fit in nicely 
with the board. 

Then Ms. Peterson of the Open Space Action 
Committee distributed its Rochester Open Space and 
Recreation Plan that she said the committee ''hopes 
to implement as opposed to having it on a shelf." Ms. 
Peterson in particular is concerned with goals for the year 
2010 and noted that of the seven actions for 2010, almost 
all of them require action by the Planning Board. After a 
preliminary reaction to the plan, Ms. Peterson agreed to 
continue the discussion once the new planner is on board 
to avoid any redundancy. 

At this point, Mr. Cummings formally announced 
that he would step down from the Planning Board on 
August 10. "The caravan leaves for California," he said. 

The board then had a brief discussion on a former 
applicant who failed to follow the conditions of a Special 
Permit for a common driveway. The applicants did not 
obtain proper permits for its project and has encountered 
finance issues, Mr. Johnson said. The board agreed to 
open a new hearing to consider an amendment to the 
Special Permit so the applicant can continue with the

Boy Scouts Improve Land Trust 
Trail

"In wildness is the 
preservation of the world," says the 
granite slab that marks the Route 6 
entrance to a preserved Mattapoisett 
Land Trust (MLT) trail, diagonally 
across the street from the Friends 
Meetinghouse. The Henry David 
Thoreau quote aptly sums up the 
preservation efforts of MLT, who 
work to preserve open space and 

recreational land usage in Mattapoisett. 

Walking through nowadays, one would never suspect 
the origins of the two-mile Mattapoisett trail, which meanders 
from a parking lot at the end of Bowman Road, past a vernal 
pond, over a perennial stream, and back out onto Route 6. 
The trail starts as a path wandering lazily through thicket. 
Raspberries, bright red with infancy, dot the path into thicker 
woods. A person could walk out of this land with bushels of 
berries, if they were so inclined. According to MLT member 
Paul Osenkowski, beneath the thicket lies the secret to the 
land's past - it used to be a 
dumping site for Crescent and 
Harbor Beach residents. 

The MLT purchased the 
10-acre lot of land that marks the 
beginning of the trail from Abel 
Grace, whose father Manuel Grace 
purchased the land, along with 
several structures, in 1924 for 
about $400. Mr. Grace, in turn, 
recently sold the lot to MLT at a 
reduced price to prevent the land 
from being developed. 

It is a perfect example of 
nature reclaiming its space, and a 

reminder that man and nature can live together harmoniously. 
Somewhere in the thicket, Mr. Osenkowski says there is an old 
school bus that used to serve as a pig farm. Where it is now is 
anyone's guess - it won't be re-emerging until the winter chill 
kills the growth. 

With help from volunteers, including a lot of young high 
school students and the boy scouts, MLT managed to get the 
property clean and suitable for outdoor hiking. Old cars, tires, 
and other bulky debris were pulled out of the land over time. 

A vernal pond near the trail is a filled up foundation 
of a long-gone house. Now, aquatic life thrives in the pond. 
Waterbugs skim the surface and the bullfrogs roar from unseen 
corners of the water. Two granite markers - one near the pond, 
and one near the Route 6 entrance - are engraved with the 
names of the trails' benefactors: Manuel "LaLoca" Grace and 
Ruth Hiller Martocci. 




The boy scouts first cut their way through the land in 
March and April of this year. There was an incredible amount 
of work to be done. "This was the toughest project we've had 
so far," said Mr. Osenkowski, who noted that the boy scouts 
helped blaze the trail with hand-tools only. Logs, manually 
sawed in half all along the two miles, show the hard work 
involved in making the trail passable. 

Monarch butterflies and red- shouldered hawks make 
their home in the trail. The butterflies fly among the milkweed 
plants in a place where trash used to be buried or burned. 
MLT conducted a hazardous waste study on the location and 
discovered that, as long as the land isn't disturbed (that is, 
there isn't any unnecessary digging conducted), there are no 
health or environmental hazards to worry about. 

The Boy Scouts from Mattapoisett Troop 53 were 
instrumental in the clearing process of this land, and a major 
help to the MLT, said Mr. Osenkowski. Nathaniel and Walker 
Fuchs cleared two trails, and Old Colony student Bryan 
Buckley, as part of his Eagle Scout project, planned and 
constructed a footbridge to transverse the Pine Island Brook. 

Although Mr. Buckley is humble about his 
contributions, Mr. Osenkowski described the bridge project 
as "monumental." Mr. Buckley designed the structure, funded 
the venture, obtained the materials and then built the 18- 
foot structure off- site. Once the 
footbridge was constructed, he 
moved it into place with the help 
of his friends and family on July 
3 , using a trailer to take the bridge 
over the uneven terrain of the 
trails. Besides putting his welding 
and technical drawing skills to 
use, Mr. Buckley had to go before 
the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission to get approval for the 
structure. All that stands between 
Mr. Buckley and his Eagle Scout 
ceremony now is one more badge 
and the Eagle Scout paperwork 

completion. 

Above all, Mr. Osenkowski said that this trail system 
and new bridge - from conception to completion - has been 
realized because of community spirit and family. From Mr. 
Grace's desire to see his family plot put to good use, to the 
countless hours that the boy scouts, and their parents, spent 
on the project, this new Mattapoisett asset couldn't have 
happened without family and community spirit. "Hurrah for 
the family unit," said Mr. Osenkowski. "The Mattapoisett 
Land Trust and the people of Mattapoisett owe a debt of 
gratitude to [the boy scouts and their families] for their 
devotion to community."

Cold Wars

Competence is underrated. Last week's Inception 
is a wild and visionary thriller, but Christopher Nolan 
isn't really an action director; there are too many fight 
scenes in which we can't tell who's where or what's going 
on. Salt is a whole other ballgame. It marks a return to 
form for the great action director Phillip Noyce; thank the 
cinema gods for someone who knows where to put the 
camera and how not to let his editors turn everything into 
unwatchable gibberish. Noyce made the two best Tom 
Clancy thrillers, Patriot Games and Clear and Present 
Danger, and there's no nonsense in his style, not an ounce 
of flab. 

The same could be said of Angelina Jolie. She 
plays Evelyn Salt, a CIA operative accused of being a 
sleeper agent for the KGB, as if Salt had already seen 
the movie and were one step ahead of everyone. There's 
a car-chase sequence wherein Salt hops from the top 
of one moving vehicle to another; she seems to know 
exactly when a hoppable truck is coming up, or maybe 
she's just always alert to any advantage. Jolie reportedly 
did a lot of her own stunts, and the action has a blunt 
physicality you simply can't get by leaning too much on 
CGI or wirework. The success of this movie and Inception 
is heartening; it may mean that audiences are tired of 
watching supposed human beings bend physics too far 
past credibility. 

It's a good thing Noyce and Jolie are dedicated 
to old- school clarity, because the plot of Salt is the usual 
convoluted spy stuff. Salt goes on the run to clear her 
name and also to foil a Russian plot to kill Russia's 
president. Salt was in the can long before the recent news 




about Russian spies hit the headlines, but Russians had 
made a recent comeback as Hollywood's bad guys even 
before this — post-9/11, thrillers need villains who aren't 
Middle Eastern {True Lies couldn't be made the same way 
today), and we're in two hot wars with them anyway, so 
we might as well reactivate the Cold War in movies. It's 
comforting, somehow, a throwback to the '80s. 

Salt is an aesthetically pleasing machine, with 
fine little witty touches — I enjoyed the bit with Salt 
repeatedly tasering a barely conscious driver to jolt him 
into keeping a vehicle going. But a lot of it slips one's 
mind as soon as it's over, and it's easy to forget that 
anyone but Jolie is in it. Liev Schreiber and Chiwetel 
Ejiofor, as fellow CIA guys, spend much of the movie 
squinting at monitors or coughing on Salt's dust as she 
sprints out of their grasp. August Diehl (Inglourious 
Basterds) makes a brief impression as Salt's husband, 
who she originally hooked up with as part of her job but 
who ended up winning her heart anyway. Salt also has a 
cute little dog, and I was grateful that the film took time to 
show her leaving the dog with a little girl for safekeeping. 
But by the end of the movie, which explicitly leaves the 
door open for a franchise, I wasn't concerned with how 
Salt would pursue her new mission; I worried about 
whether the doggie missed her all this time and whether 
Salt would ever see it again. You put a pet in this kind of 
movie, I'm going to think about stuff like that. Sorry.

Old Stone Schoolhouse Opens 

This summer, children can learn about schooling 
during the 1800s and try some fun hands-on activities 
and games each Saturday afternoon at the Old Stone 
Schoolhouse, 40 North Street, Fairhaven. 

The Old Stone Schoolhouse is a restored one-room 
school that was originally built in 1828 to serve the Oxford 
district of Fairhaven. In the 1840s, Manjiro Nakahama, 
the first Japanese person to live in America, attended 
classes there. The schoolhouse remained in operation 
until the larger Oxford School was built in 1896. It will be 
opened by the Fairhaven Office of Tourism on Saturday 
afternoons from 12:30 to 4:30 pm in July and August. 

At the schoolhouse, children may sit at antique 
wooden desks and try writing with pen and ink or with 
chalk on a slate. They may also try some old-fashioned 
schoolyard games like jacks, marbles, rolling a hoop and 
hopscotch. Guides will be on hand to talk about 19th 
Century education, classroom rules and discipline. There 
are antique schoolbooks to see and mannequins dressed 
in the clothes that were worn in the 1800s. 

There is no admission charge, but donations are 
accepted. Please note the schoolhouse has no electricity or 
running water. There are no restroom facilities onsite. For 
more information, you may visit oldstoneschoolhouse.
